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The  third  annual  meeting  of  the  “  Orphan  Society 
of  Philadelphia”  was  held  at  the  Masonic  Hall  on  the 
sixth  day  of  January,  1818.  The  Orphans  were  pre¬ 
sent,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Muhlenberg  opened  the  nieet- 
ing  with  prayer,  after  which  the  following  reports 
were  read: 


REPORT. 

The  period  has  arrived  which  renders  it  necessary 
for  the  Board  of  Managers  to  relate  to  the  Orphan 
Society  their  proceedings  of  the  last  year. 

Since  the  last  report  the  Asylum  has  been  comple¬ 
ted,  and  in  April  the  family  of  Orphans  was  removed 
into  it.  It  has  been  found  extremely  well  adapted  to 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  erected,  and  affords  not 
only  excellent  accommodation  for  those  who  reside  in 
it,  but  a  convenient  chapel  or  meeting-house  for  pub¬ 
lic  worship,  which  has  been  regularly  held  in  it  on  the 
afternoon  of  every  Sunday.  The  Right  Rev.  Bishop 
White  introduced  the  stated  worship  at  the  Asylum 
in  the  month  of  May,  and  the  collections  taken  up  on 
this  occasion  have  been  considerable. 

There  have  been  admitted  since  the  last  Report, 
fifteen  children,  and  one  death  has  occurred;  leaving 
the  total  number  now  in  the  Asylum  fifty. 
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The  Board  of  Managers  have  been  particularlylat- 
tentive  to  the  instruction  of  the  children,  and  commit¬ 
tees  have  been  appointed  to  superintend  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  that  object.  A  manifest  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  elementary  branches  of  education  has  been 
evinced  by  most  of  their  pupils.  Nor  have  they  been 
inattentive  to  inculcate  and  exact  habits  of  industry, 
convinced  that  nothing  is  more  important  to  their  tem¬ 
poral  interests,  than  a  conformity  to  the  circumstances 
in  which  they  may  be  placed,  and,  that  early  habits  of 
labour  may  become  the  best  guardians  against  many 
vices,  and  the  source  of  all  their  future  respectability 
in  life. 

Influenced  by  these  considerations,  the  Board  of 
Managers  have  kept  both  boys  and  girls  steadily  em¬ 
ployed:  the  girls  in  sewing  and  knitting,  and  the  boys 
in  knitting,  except  at  the  times  appropriated  for  other 
duties;  due  regard  being  paid  to  occasional  periods  of 
recreation. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Building  Committee,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  expense  of  erecting  the  Asylum 
has  been  very  heavy,  and  that  a  large  sum  remains 
due.  The  Board  of  Managers,  however,  are  sanguine 
in  their  hopes,  that  the  same  benevolence  which  has 
been  heretofore  displayed,  will  continue  to  be  exercis¬ 
ed  in  behalf  of  one  of  the  most  useful  establishments 
which,  in  their  opinion,  charity  can  possibly  devise. 

Upon  reviewing  the  history  of  their  Society,  since 
its  foundation,  the  Board  of  Managers  cannot  but  ex¬ 
press  their  satisfaction  at  its  uninterrupted  prosperity. 
To  Almighty  God  they  wish  most  gratefully  to  offer 
their  acknowledgments,  for  without  his  smiles,  they 
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are  fully  aware  that  their  own  labours  must  have  pro¬ 
ved  abortive.  To  a  generous  and  extended  list  of  pa¬ 
trons,  they  have  also  thanks  to  present,  for  the  very 
liberal  support  their  Institution  has  received.  But  they 
are  still  called  on  to  represent  to  their  patrons  and  the 
public  at  large,  the  necessity  of  a  continuance  of  these 
favours,  which  are  as  much  as  ever  needed,  and  with¬ 
out  which  all  that  has  hitherto  been  accomplished  must 
fail  of  that  degree  of  ultimate  success  which  the  Board 
of  Managers  so  fondly  anticipate.

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Report  of  the  Building  Committee. 

The  Building  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  report¬ 
ing  to  the  Managers  of  the  Orphan  Society,  the  completion 
of  the  Asylum,  in  a  style  of  convenience,  workmanship, 
and  appearance,  which  is  suitable  to  a  public  building,  and 
to  the  particular  use  for  which  it  is  intended. 

The  account  herewith  presented  exhibits  the  expendi¬ 
tures  since  the  last  report,  accompanied  with  a  list  of  the 
debts  remaining  due  on  the  building,  and  which,  deducting 
the  balance  of  cash  in  hand,  amounts  to  four  thousand  se¬ 
ven  hundred  and  forty  four  dollars  and  ninety-one  cents, 
making  the  whole  cost  of  the  Asylum,  including  the  enclo¬ 
sure  ol  the  ground,  the  benches,  &c.  for  a  place  of  worship, 
to  be  twenty  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
and  four  cents,  exclusive  of  insurance. 

The  area  of  the  building  being  fifty  by  fifty-three  feet, 
three  stories  high,  exclusive  of  a  comfortable  basement 
story,  with  a  ceiled  garret,  it  is  believed  will  accommodate 
from  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  three  hundred  children. 

The  debt  which  remains  due  on  the  Asylum,  can  only  be 
met  by  the  same  liberality  which  has  so  eminently  distin¬ 
guished  the  benevolent  individuals  who  have  been  called 
upon  to  contribute  to  this  charity.  The  same  exertions  as 
have  heretofore  been  used,  it  is  believed,  will  not  fail  of 
producing  the  desired  end,  of  extricating  the  Society  from 
all  existing  claims;  it  is  only  necessary  in  order  to  make  an 
impression  on  the  public  mind,  to  present  the  object  in  the 
purity  and  simplicity  of  a  charity  for  fatherless  and  mother¬ 
less  children,  who  are  receiving  not  only  the  necessary  sup¬ 
plies  of  food  and  raiment,  but  the  very  best  instruction  in 
the  first  principles  of  learning,  and  the  greatest  attention  ta 
their  religious  and  moral  improvement.
